S.C.O.R.E.  Mediation  Program

The  English  High  School  Mediation 
Program  is  a S.C.O.R.E.  Program  (Stu- 
dent Conflict  Resolvers).  SCORE  is  a 
program  of  the  Attorney  General's  Of- 
fice that  provides  grants  for  the  devel- 
opment of  school  based  mediation  pro- 
grams which  use  trained  students  to 
resolve  potentially  violent  conflicts 
among  peers.  Metropolitan  Mediation 
Services  administers  the  program  at  En- 
glish High  as  well  as  the  programs  at 
Boston  High,  Brighton  High,  the  Cleve- 
land and  Curley  Middle  Schools.  The 
mediation  program  at  English  High 
functions  under  the  umbrella  of  Stu- 
dent Support  Services. 

Since  the  program  began  in  E.H.S.  in 
1993,  over  150  student  mediators  have 
received  a minimum  of  20  hours  of  train- 
ing required  to  mediate.  Many  have 
had  advanced  training.  In  addition, 
some  student  mediators  have  assisted 
in  training  others  at  English  High  and  at 
other  high  schools. 


The  types  of  disputes  we  mediate 
most  often  include:  rumors,  threats,  ar- 
guments, fist  fights  and  racial  conflicts. 
After  an  initial  intake  by  the  director, 
most  mediations  are  conducted  by 
trained  students,  under  staff  supervi- 
sion. Over  90%  result  in  agreements 
that  prevent  further  escalation  of  the 
conflict. 

Referrals  come  from  administrators, 
teachers,  parents,  the  court  and  the  po- 
lice. Over  the  years  student  referrals  have 
increased  until  they  comprise  about  40% 
of  the  cases  mediated.  These  students  see 
mediation  as  a way  to  resolve  their  dis- 
putes before  a fight  occurs. 

Between  September  1993  and  June 
1998,  the  E.H.S.  mediators  have  helped 
settle  469  disputes  involving  over  1000 
students.  Follow  up  done  more  than  a 
month  after  each  case  is  resolved,  indi- 
cate that,  in  all  but  a few  cases,  the 
agreements  are  upheld  and  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  parties  is  improved.

Marlenny  Anziani  traveled 
around  the  nation  gathering 
stories  and  experiences  to 
share  with  classmates  at  EHS. 
She  also  was  in  charge  of  the 
section  entitled,  "Inside  your 
Mind,"  in  which  many  of  you 
participated.  The  busy  senior 
always  found  the  time  to  ful- 
fill all  of  her  responsibilities. 

Redi  Kasollja,  our  best  for- 
eign correspondent,  covered 
in  Kosovo  crisis  and  managed 
to  write  a factual  and  emo- 
tional account  of  this  tragedy. 
Redi  also  took  it  upon  himself 
to  handle  hundreds  of  sur-

The 
program  helps  students 


get  adapted  to  American  cul- 
ture, and  helps  them  improve 
their  grades  and  writing 
skills.  This  program  is  fi- 
nanced by  the  International 
Rescue  Committee  (IRC)  at 
162BoylstonSt.,Suite50.  The 
program  is  available  to  any- 
one who  needs  help,  but 
mostly  Somali  students.

“All  Monique  talked  about 
was  Sasha,  Sasha,  Sasha  she  loved  her  some  Sasha.”  I knew  our  bond  was  growing  ever  so  strongly.  It  was  just  reinforced 
after  your  death.  I did  not  know  how  to  feel.  My  heart  immediately  dropped  down  to  my  feet;  the  pain  was  so  intense  I had 
to  walk  away.  Unfortunately  we  were  robbed  of  our  destiny  but  I am  truly  thankful  for  the  time  we  spent  loving  each  other. 
Numerous  memories  overcrowd  my  brain.  Although  it  hurts  to  know  I will  never  share  those  memories  again,  I am  happy 
to  know  they  lie  within. 

This  has  been  the  most  tragic  thing  has  ever  happened  to  me.  My  heart  has  split  in  half.  I try  to  fight  off  all  nega- 
tive emotions.  I fail.  I can  not  help  but  to  cry.  I am  learning  how  important  it  is  to  cherish  loved  ones  while  they  are  here. 
Life  is  definitely  short  as  we  all  can  see.  You  meant  the  world  to  me  like  you  stated  in  my  yearbook  “I  love  you  as  a sista.” 
Monique,  you  will  never  vanish  from  my  heart.  My  vision  of  you  is  clear  as  day  and  it  sharpens  every  minute. 

Remember  those  times  we  would  sit  on  the  28  bus,  give  each  other  that  look  and  burst  out  laughing  and  laugh- 
ing at  anything  and  everything—  silly  us.  Remember  we  would  go  on  laughing  rampages  in  school,  when  someone  looked 
stupid  or  did  something  stupid.  Only  we  knew  what  was  behind  those  laughs.  Remember  dragging  me  everywhere  you 
went.  Whether  it  was  to  the  bathroom,  down  to  second  lunch  or  to  call  Clark  Atlanta.  You  had  this  tone  of  voice  that  per- 
suaded me  every  time.  "Sash,  come  on."  I would  try  to  make  excuses  but  you  would  always  have  a back  up  plan.  You  were 
the  only  one  who  could  get  me  to  do  what  you  wanted  me  to  do.  You  know  why?  Because  you  were  Monique  the  little 
mouse  in  disguise. 

I was  sound  asleep  the  night  you  called.  It  happened  to  be  two  days  before  this  tragedy  occurred.  I answered  the 
phone  unaware  of  who  it  was.  In  your  baby  imitating  monotone  voice  you  said,  “Hey  Boo.”  I was  so  excited  to  hear 
from  you.  I jumped  up  so  fast  and  said,  “Hey,  Mo,  how  you  been,  what  you  been  doing?  I miss  you.  I love  you  Monique.” 
“I  love  you  too,  Sash.”  We  ended  our  conversation  with  those  words  and  they  will  forever  stay  in  clear  in  my  mind. 

When  I think  of  you  and  all  the  crazy  things  you  used  to  do,  laughter  runs  down  my  spine,  unfortunately  only  for 
a certain  amount  of  time.  All  of  a sudden  I get  angry.  Then  that  anger  turns  into  frustration.  My  heart  aches  and  I bleed 
internally  feeling  as  if  I am  going  to  die.  I need  medication  to  help  me  deal  with  this  pain.  I told  the  doctor  all  I need  is 
a prescription  of  Monique  Brown,  but  I was  denied. 

How  can  I ever  think  about  going  on  without  you.  Mo,  I realize  that  you  have  to  visit  a lot  of  people.  I just  want 
you  to  know  that  when  I stop  feeling  your  presence,  I am  at  my  weakest  point.  You  provide  my  strength  to  function  on  a 
day  to  day  basis.  Please,  don't  forget  about  me  and  don't  keep  me  waiting  too  long.  I need  to  know  that  you  still  love  me 
even  though  you're  not  presently  here.  Whether  you're  near  or  far  you  will  always  hold  a huge  place  in  my  heart.
